Uusinoss m en about town will readily 
recall the identity of Kdmond Rochester, 
who, as a member of the firm of Roches­ 
ter & Leighton, real estate operators, 
opened an office on Main street some 
two years ago. The firm did well, as 
was usual in those days, 
and

Rochester established himself a pleasant 
home on Brooklyn H eights, for he was a 
married man, Laving led to the altar in 
the spring of 1882, Miss Jennie Williams, 
a well-known belle of San Francisco. 
They had two children as a result of their 
union and were apparently living happily 
together, and it was a shock to their

acquaintances 
when 
Mrs. 
Rochester one day commenced pro­ 
ceedings for a d h orce, alleging cruelty 
on

of 
her 
spouse. 
She obtained a temporary judgm ent and 
they separated, but the change was evi­ 
dently not agreeable to Mr. Rochester, 
who had in the meantime dissolved part­ 
nership with Mr. Leighton for the pur­ 
pose of joining hands with Mr. Calkins 
on Fort street, where the two opened a 
real estate and insurance agency. 
He 
made proposals to his former wife to live 
with him again and in some manuer, 
which was not made public, a peace was 
patched up and the trouble was appar­ 
ently at an end. On the 17th of August 
Mr. Rochester announced to his business 
partner that he had decided to clear up 
his affairs and leave the city, so the part­ 
nership was duly dissolved and seveu 
days later the Rochester family were 
on board a train which was spinning 
merrily away to San Diego.

Two hours elapsed 
but they came not, and as tho hours of 
the clock slowly moved around, the 
anxious m other began to realize that she 
had been tricked. 
She proceeded to 
make inquiries as to the direction her 
husband had taken, hut beyond the fact 
that lie had left the hotel accompanied 
by the children, no one knew anything 
of his whereabouts. W hen night came 
and still the absentees did not return, a 
search was established for them , but up 
to last night it had been in vain, 
it is 
thought by many that Mr. Rochester has 
taken the children with him to Honolulu 
or some other available place, and it is 
said that although he has about $5,000 or 
$7,000 with him , his wife will have but a 
very small balance when she clears up 
the mortgages on the property that has 
been left in her hands.

OSTRICH RANCHING. 


H eitor R esu lts In C a lifo r n ia th a n 
In A frica. 
Messrs. J. R. Stone and E. P. W right, 
two of the gentlemen engaged in ostrich 
farming in Southern California, arrived 
in the city yesterday for the purpose of 
plucking the birds at W ashington Gar­ 
dens, the property of the former gentle­ 
man. 
They state that 
tho 
feather 
crop this year will bo 
a large and 
valuable one and th at it will average 
over three pounds each of the full grown 
birds for the two pickings. As the feath­ 
ers are worth $30 a pound in their un­ 
dressed state it is evident what a profit­ 
able industry they are engaged in. 
The 
feathers are 
much finer than those 
Mr. Cawston obtained when he was 
over in South Africa a couple of years 
ago to purchase the birds now at the Nor­ 
walk and Los Feliz farms in this county, 
and from the healthy condition of the 
ostriches, it is evident th at they thrive 
quite as well here as in their native land. 
The feathers obtained here are longer 
and broader than those imported and 
are free from the raggedness so fre­ 
quently noticed on the edges of the 
African productions.

A few moments after 7 o'clock yester­ 
day morning W. R. Hemmet and Officer 
Fitch observed smoke issuing from the 
upper floors of the Los Angeles Bank 
Building, on the corner of First and 
Spring streets, and hastening up the 
stairway they broke open the door lead­ 
ing to the upper story, which w'as occu­ 
pied by the Masons, and discovered that 
the entire interior of the tem ple was in 
flames. 
The officer glanced around and 
observed that a large pile of tags on the 
floor was in a blaze and nearly con­ 
sumed, and the drapery and woodwork 
was ablaze. A portion of the ceiling fell 
just then and he ran down stairs 
just as an alarm was 
turned 
in. 
The 
fire 
departm ent 
arrived 
on 
the scene at 7 :15 o’clock, and after at­ 
tempting to gain an entrance by the 
stairway, the men sent up the ladders by 
means of which an entrance was gained 
for water through the windows through 
which the smoke was pouring. For half 
an hour the men battled with the smoke 
and then came the flames which sprang 
from every window. The heat was so 
intense at this tim e that the firemen 
were forced to give way the ladders and 
play on the flames from other places. 
Five stream s were played on the fire, the 
efforts of the Department being directed 
to the saving of the story beneath. This 
Chief Moriarty succeeded in doing, al­ 
though when the roof gave way it looked 
as 
if 
he 
would 
be 
unsuccessful. 
At 
half 
past 
nine o’clock 
the 
last spark had been put out and it was 
observed that the Masonic Temple had 
been entirely destroyed with all of its 
contents. 
The only damage to the bal­ 
ance of the building was by the water 
which dripped through the ceiling of the 
second story into the offices of the occu­ 
pants and into the bank and the stores 
of D. Desmond and Pohlhaus & VolJmer 
on the first floor. 
The Masonic Temple was magnificently 
furnished and was the most conveniently 
arranged meeting place for an order in 
this part of the State. The frescoes and 
other fittings of the rooms were designed 
especially for the Masonic order and 
were admired by everybody who saw 
them . The cost of fitting up these lodge 
rooms was about $15,000 and the loss 
was estimated at that figure. 
The following lodges held their m eet­ 
ings in the Masonic Tem ple: Pentalpha 
Lodge No. 202, 
Southern California, 
lxidge No. 278, Bignet Chapter No. 57,

The second floor was occupied by Dr. 
Salisbury, Drs. Cochran and Maynard, 
Crawford and McGreery, real estate 
agents; W. G. Hughes, of the Raymond 
Improvement Company; Porier Land 
and W ater Company (San Fernando Val­ 
ley lan d s); T. Weisendanger and W. H. 
RonBall, real estate; D. M cFarland, capi­ 
talist, and Dr. W. C. la rk er. 
The loss 
by water on this floor was considerable, 
much of the furniture, books and papers 
being injured. 
The water reached the lower floor in 
large quantities, and deluged the bank 
and the crockery and hat stores adjoin­ 
ing. The artistically frescoed ceiling of 
the bank, the only thing not insured 
about the building, was streaked with 
water stains, and while 
pi ops were 
being placed under it to prevent its fall­ 
ing it was thought that the fine work was 
ruined. The balance of the damage in 
the bank was not considerable. The 
damage to the crockery store of Pohlhaus 
6c Vollmer was not very great, but 
almost the entire 
stock of the hat 
store adjoining was damaged. 
The losses were estimated as follows: 
Building $20,000, 
insured for $40,000; 
Masonic Temple, $15,000, insured for $6,­ 
000: Pohlhaus & Volmer, $3,000, insured 
for $14,000; D. Desmond, $10,000, insured 
for $12,000. 
Other losses aggregating 
about $2,000.

No one knew how the fire started, and 
at the F olice Station it was thought that 
it was incendiary. Officer Fitch says that 
the doors were locked and that there was 
no one in the Temple when he entered. 
The pile of rags was ablaze in the mid­ 
dle of the floor, and the fall of the ceiling 
convinced him that the fire had not start­ 
ed from that point.

The 
loss was trifling. 
The house was occu­ 
pied by a family named Jones. The fire 
originated by the explosion of a gasoline 
stove. 
The Fire Department failed to 
get on the ground in time to be of any 
service, owing to the failure of the Rich­ 
mond tire alarm system to give the right 
number.

H e had done so because the exclusive 
use of the tracks was asked. 
The street sweeping contract then 
came np. 
M r. Cohn said that the 
machine 
used 
now was not heavy 
enough. 
He moved, however, that the 
contract be made and that the Street 
Superintendent be instructed th a t the 
machine was not heavy enough. 
General Baldwin said th a t the Council 
should go slow in the m atter. The con­ 
tractor needed a heavy machine to go 
in front of this machine. The contract 
and bond were then approved. 
Mr. Hanley called up the petition to 
change the grade of W alnut and Hoff 
streets. 
Referred to th e City Surveyor. 
An invitation to witness a test of two 
new fire engines to-day was accepted. 
The Gas Committee recommended that 
electric light masts be placed at several 
points about the city. 
Mr. Cohn objected to the ordering of 
new lights, on the ground that the city 
did not know th at it was even now get- 
ing w hat it paid for. 
A m achine had 
been ordered to test the lights, but when 
it was found that it was for Los Angeles 
the people of whom the machine was 
ordered refused to send it. 
The report of the committee was laid 
over for a week. 


THE POLICE MATTER. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the report 
of the Special Committee of Investiga­ 
tion be read. 
Assistant City Attorney Dunn then 
read the report which was made at the 
E 
Bvious meeting of the Council and pub- 
h e d in the H e r a l d . 
Captain Barrett asked that the record 
of the appointm ent cf the committee be 
read from the minutes. 
H e desired that 
th e object of the appointm ent be made 
known. 
Clerk Teed then read the minutes, 
which stated th at the committee was to 
investigate the whole Police Commission. 
The motion to appoint the committee 
was amended to this effect. 
Captain Barrett moved that the whole 
m atter be referred back to the committee 
to report upon. In his opinion the Com­ 
mittee had not done what it was appoint­ 
ed to do. 
Mr. Lovell said the Council did not 
need the charges investigated. 
It could 
dismiss the Chief without the report of 
the Committee if it so desired. 
Mr. Cohn said th at Mr. Lovell did not 
go at the m atter the right and fair way. 
To dismiss a m an sum m arily on charges 
which were im propeilv presented was 
wrong. 
The Committee should have 
brought in the evidence taken before it. 
The law provided that the punishment 
should be by the Council, and he did 
not see why the Committee had not pre­ 
sented its evidence. 
He moved that the 
report be received and acted upon seri­ 
atim , and then such portions as were 
not right could be stricken out. 
Captain Barrett insisted that the Com­ 
m ittee should bring in a report on the 
whole Police Commission and not on 
the malice of one person report against 
one member of the Commission. 
Mr. Book said his am endm ent at the 
appointm ent of the Committee was to in­ 
vestigate only the office of Chief of 
Police, and he had acted only on his own 
motion. 
H e was informed that his am endment 
had not carried. 
M r. Sinsabaugh had a distinct recol­ 
lection about a motion made on the 
m orning of the day when the Committee 
was appointed that such a motion had 
been carried. 
Mr. Chandler said the Committee was 
not to condemn or try the Chief but to 
report to the Council the evidence only. 
The Committee was not to try the man, 
b ut to get the evidence. 
H e moved that 
all that part of the report lie stricken out. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh rose to a point of 
order. 
In his opinion the Committee 
was appointed to examine the affairs of 
the Chief of Police. 
This took time and 
the Committee had given it. 
During 
three years he had served the city he 
iiAd received only one lead pencil for his 
services and he felt that he could not re­ 
port other than as he had in the re­ 
port. Everything was done in the inter­ 
est of the city and good government. It 
showed him th at the Council could de­ 
cide the m atter w ithout an attorney for 
Chief Cuddv. 
He was willing to stand 
on the evidence but he objected to hav­ 
ing attorneys in the case. 
H e hoped that 
the time of the Council would not be 
taken up in listening to attorneys. 
Mr. Cohn said that with due respect 
to Mr. Sinsabaugh, who, claim ing that 
he was a manly man, he tbonght that no 
m an ought to sit in judgm ent on a case 
in which he was the accuser. 
He would 
have no right to ait in judgm ent on the 
case if he had made the motion to in­ 
vestigate the matter. 
No judge would 
h ear a case in which he was interested. 
The report had been signed by Messrs. 
Book, Sinsabaugh and Teed, and Mr. 
Book bad made the motion to investigate 
the case. 
Mr. Lovell did not think anything, 
M r.J W hite, who 
appeared 
for Mr. 
Cuddy, could say would change one vote 
in the Council. 
Capt. Barrett said he would like to 
know why the mem bers of the Commit­ 
tee said on the street that they were en­ 
em ies of Chief Cuddy and would do any­ 
thing to get him out. 
Mr. Chandler Baid he would stay a 
week to give Mr. Cuddy a fair trial. 
He 
w as there to try him , not to vote on the 
report of the Committee. 
H e must have 
evidence before him , and moved that 


_ 
indy’s dismissal 
be stricken out. It should not be in 


motion to include the whole Police Com­ 
mission, and as it was not the whole re­ 
port should be Shut out. The Committee 
should have reported on the 
whole 
Police Commission. 
Mr. H anley said that he understood 
that the motion by Mr. Collins was made. 
He did include the Police Commission. 
Mr. H um phreys said he was willing 
that it should be included and insisted 
that the m atter be gone into fully. 
Mr. Collins moved as an amendment 
that the report be received ami the Com­ 
mittee be discharged, and that the Coun­ 
cil m eet on Thursday evening at 7 :30 
o’clock as a Committee of the Whole to 
inquire into the Police Commission and 
its acts for the last year and a-half. 
Mr. Chandler wanted the m atter set­ 
tled right away. 
Mr. Cohn moved as a substitute that 
the report be received and that m atters 
foreign to the issue be stricken out. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh asked for the reading 
of the minutes of the previous meeting. 
Mr. Lovell moved that without regard 
to the report the office be declared va­ 
cant. No second. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said th at the commit­ 
tee had sworn statem ents and had those 
things to lay before the Council. 
He ob­ 
jected to Mr. Lovell’s motion. 
Mr. Collins thought that the whole Po­ 
lice Commission Bhould be investigated. 
The Council could not finish the matter 
w ithout going into the acts of the Com­ 
mission. 
The Chair said th at the question was 
on the striking out of that part of the re­ 
port in reference to the dismissal of the 
Chief. 
Mr. Book said he had sworn statements 
to present and the report should not be 
taken to pieces in th at way. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the m atter be 
taken up with all evidence at 1 o’clock 
and that Chief Cuddy have a chance to 
reply. 
Mr. Chandler objected to continuing 
the matter. It should be settled at once. 
Mr. Cohn moved to adjourn to 1 
o’clock. Motion lost by a vote of 8 to (>. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the report of 
the committee be laid on the table. 
Mr. Chandler objected. 
He thought 
th a t it was only keeping Chief Cuddv on 
tender hooks to delay the matter. The 
motion was lost by a vote of 10 to 4. 
Mr. Collins wanted the Council to set 
some other time for hearing the matter. 
The motion that the portion of the re­ 
port recommending that the Chief be 
dismissed was called up. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh did not object to this 
motion, which was carried. 
Captain B arrett moved that the rest of 
the report be referred back to the com­ 
mittee to report, as instructed, on the 
whole Police Commission. 
On a call from Mr. Sinsabaugh, the 
minutes in reference to the appointment 
of the committee were again road. 
Mr. Cohn said that the committee had 
no right to go into any tiling else than the 
Chinese matter, so far as lie could under­ 
stand. 
Mu. Collins wanted to snow that the 
Police Commission was at the back ot 
theBe charges, and would fire the Chief 
of Police when it pleased. The commit­ 
tee was appointed to investigate the 
hhole Commission, and show why it was 
at the bottom of the charges. 
Captain Barrett insisted that his mo­ 
tion to refer back to the committee to re­ 
port in accordance with instructions, be 
put to a vote. This was done, and the 
motion was lost by a vote o f9 to 5. 
Mr. Chandler moved that the papers 
and evidence taken be produced before 
the Council. 
A motion to adjourn to 1 o’clock was 
made by Mr. Cohn and carried.

The Council reconvened at 1:20 o’clock. 
Messrs. Hanley, Mathews, 
Moriarty, 
Barrett, Teed, Book, Cohn, Lovell, Hiller, 
Sinsabaugh, Bosbyshell, Collins, Chand­ 
ler and Hum phreys present. 
The motion of Mr. Book to adopt the 
report of the committee was read. 
Captain B arrett asked that the City 
Attorney give an opinion as to the duties 
of the committee. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said that he was fully 
capable of making an opinion without le­ 
gal advice. 
Mr. Collins said that it was his opin­ 
ion that the committee had been in­ 
structed to do one thing and had done 
another. The City Attorney would say 
w hether the committee had acted as in­ 
structed. 
Mr. Cohn had read a section of the 
charter prescribing the method of bring­ 
ing charges against officers. This section 
provided that the Mayor shall file the 
charges. 
H e 
said that the charges 
should have been made by the Mayor 
and it was not 
proper that charges 
brought by a Chinaman should be inves­ 
tigated by the Council. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved that the evi­ 
dence be heard at once. 
Mr. Cohn objected to the motion of 
Mr. Sinsabaugh because the evidence 
which was to be presented was not taken 
according to law, and Mr. Cuddy had 
not been present when the evidence had 
been taken. The defendant should have 
a chance to cross-examine the witnesses. 
It was not right that star chamber evi­ 
dence should be read. 
Captain B arrett called for the opinion 
of the City Attorney as to w hether the 
report was in conformity with the in­ 
structions given the Committee. 
The minutes were again read by Clerk 
Teed. 
Mr. Daly said that the question to be 
determined was one of fact and could be 
determined by the Council, and not by 
time. 
Mr. Cohn said that if the Committee 
had been appointed to investigate the 
whole 
Commission, then Mr. Hum 
phreys was not competent to sit in the 
Council and appoint the Committee to 
investigate himself. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said that he had re­ 
garded the including of the Police Com­ 
mission in the motion as a bit of pleas­ 
antry. 
Mr. H um phreys: 
“ Was there any 
thing in the report against the Commis­ 
sioners ?” 
Mr. C ohn: 
“ Certainly not. 
You ap­ 
pointed the Comm ittee.’* 
Mr. Collins said that he was of the 
opinion that there would be something 
found against the Commission if it was 
hunted for. 
Mr. Moriarty wanted to know if Mr. 
Book had made any attem pt to find out 
anything against the Commissioners. 
Mr. Book said that nothing had been 
brought before the Committee and he 
did not make a particular effort to in­ 
vestigate the Commission. 
Mr. Cohn said that Mr. Hum phreys 
was not the proper m an to appoint a 
Committee. Evidence had been taken 
before the Police Commission and had 
been paid for. He had been trying to 
find this testimony and could not. 
Mr. Chandler moved to amend Mr. 
Book’s motion so that the hearing of the 
evidence would take place at once. 
Capt. B arrett moved that the m atter 
be referred back to the Committee to 
hear both sides. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the report of the 
Committee be referred to a Committee 
of the Whole with all the evidence taken, 
and that Chief Cuddy be notified to ap: 
M r. Collins said th s t he h ad made th e 1 pear Thursday at 2 o’clock before the 


Committee of the W hole to rebut the 
evidence. 
Mr. Chandler said that he did not see 
how the Chief could rebut the evidence 
unless it was read. 
As it was the Chief 
did not know what to do. There was 
nothing before the Council except the 
report. 
Captain Barrett said that the Commit­ 
tee wanted to take snap judgm ent on 
Chief Cuddy. 
Mr. Cohn said let Mr. Sinsabaugh file 
the evidence and let no one see it but 
Chief Cuddy until the m eeting of the 
Committee of the Whole. 
Mr. Lovell moved that Chief Cuddy 
be “ fired" and the report tiled. 
It was 
not necessary foiui trial to take place. 
Mr. Hanley: "T h at’s just w hat might 
be expected from Mr. Lovell. 
He would 
not give the Chief a fair trial.’’ 
Mr. Book opposed delay because Mr. 
Cuddy was present and could refute the 
charges. 
Captain Barrett said that Chief Cuddy 
did not know what evidence there was to 
be auswered. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh supposed that the 
Council would ask for evidence with the 
report, and said it was ready. 
The motion to postpone was then put 
to a vote and the roll had nearly been 
called when Mr. H umphreys s a id : “ This 
is a dodge just to see how m any can get 
away from here by Thursday." 
Mr. Sinsabaugh 
and 
some others 
changed their votes on the statement 
and the result was 9 to 4 against putting 
the investigation over until Thursday. 
Mr. Hanley moved that the evidence 
be printed at once. 
A motion to lay the report on the 
tal >le was lost by a vote of 8 to G. 
Captain Barrett moved to refer to the 
committee for one week. 
Lost by a vote 
of 10 to 4. 
Captain Barrett called for the regular 
order of business set for 2 o’clock. 
Mr. Cohn moved that the m atter be 
postponed for a legal opinion, and moved 
to commit the m atter bnck to the com­ 
mittee. 
Lost by a vote of 10 to 4. JVUS 3 
Mr. Collins said that the committee 
should show up the whole of the Police 
Commissioners, and they “ can be shown 
up too." 
Mr. Hanley moved. .° < a substitute for 
the whole, that the evidence be taken at 
once by the Council a^- a Committee of 
the Whole. Carried unanimously. 
Mr. H umphreys vacated his seat as 
Chairman and Mr. Cohn was elected in 
his place, with Mr. Teed as Secretary. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved that spectators 
be excluded. 
Mr. Chandler objected to any Star 
Chamber proceeding. 
Captain Barrett also objected to Star 
Chamber business. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh thought the motion 
was right, because every time a point 
was made against the committee the 
audience applauded. 
Hon. S. M. W hite was invited within 
the rail, and eaid the only object he had 
was to see that Mr. Cuddy had a full 
and fair hearing. 
Mr. Book said that since the last meet­ 
ing of the Council he had tried to brace 
up the report by sworn evidence. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh objected to lawyers 
appearing because the Council could 
hear for itself. 
Mr. Hum phreys wanted 
to 
know 
w hether their was anything in 
the 
Charter forcing an investigation by the 
Council. 
Hon. S. M. W hite said there was noth­ 
ing in the Charter providing for the in­ 
vestigation more than there was in the 
Charter providing for the report of the 
Committee. 
Mr. Daly said the question of propriety 
came into this m atter, the Committee 
having made its report. An investigation 
was a m atter of propriety. 


STATEMENTS READ. 
Clerk Teed then read a statem ent by 
Sergeant H arris to the effect that the 
gambling games had been running dur­ 
ing fair week and he had not been in­ 
structed to molest them. 
Chief Cuddy said this was true. He 
had consulted with Mayor Workman and 
Mr. H nmphreys and they had come to 
the conclusion to let them run. That 
was all there was in this matter. 
Mr. Book called attention to the fact 
that this substantiated the report of the 
Committee. 
Mr. Collins called attention to the fact 
that the Police Commission was respon­ 
sible for the games running. 
A statem ent of Officer J . J. Hawley to 
the effect that he had arrested a vagrant 
and that he was let out by Chief Cuddy, 
was read. 
Chief Cuddy said that this was true, 
but the man had been arrested before on 
the same charge and was then out on 
bail pending trial. 
Officer Auble’s statem ent that he had 
arrested a vagrant who was discharged 
by the Chief was read. 
Chief Cuddy said that this was true. 
The man had been arrested by Aublebut 
sentence against him had been suspend­ 
ed by the judge to allow him to get out 
of town. The officer had no authority to 
arrest the man without a warrant and it 
was illegal to hold him. 
Mr. Book asked the City Attorney if a 
warrant was necessary to make an ar­ 
rest. 
The City Attorney said there should 
be a w arrant in every case of arrest. 
The statem ent of Mr. F. L. Thacker 
that he had paid Chief Cuddy $10 for the 
recovery of firearms stolen from him was 
read. 
The Chief said that the money had 
been paid to the pawnbroker who had 
bought the goods of the thief. 
It was 
right that the money should be paid. 
Officer Robt. E. Lee’s statem ent was 
read. 
He had arrested a woman, who 
bad a dog which he had threatened to 
Bhoot, because she had disturbed his 
peace. The Chief had reprimanded him 
and changed bis beat. 
. Mr. Cohn said that any officer who 
made such an arreBt should be sent to 
the other end of the city. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh said that the Council 
ought to know if the woman had the 
power she said she had. 
Mr. Cohn eaid that the Chief was not 
responsible for the woman’s remarks. 
Another paper by Lee was read, to the 
effect that he had arrested a man named 
Wicks, for robbing a man of $40, and the 
Chief had released him. 
Chief Cuddy said he released Wicks 
because he had no right to hold him. 
Witnesses to the robbery came to the 
Station and said that before Lee appear­ 
ed on the scene the real culprit had dis­ 
appeared. 
Mr. Collins wanted to know if Lee was 
not the officer who got into a brawl on 
Alameda street. 
Chief Cuddy said that he was. That 
he took off his coat and engaged in a 
fight with a hackman. 
This ended the affidavits, and Mr. 
Cohn said: 
“ Do you expect to convict a 
man on this evidence. There has been 
no evidence at all that bears on the 
case. I t’s mighty weak evidence." 
Chief Cuddy suggested that the China­ 
town squad be examined to ascertain 
whether or not he had not given orders 
to raid the games. 
Mr. Humphreys rose and Btated, as 
a member of the Police Commission, 
that one of the main causes of disorder in 
the Commission was because the orders 
made were not carried out. Chief Cuddy 


had said “ you can pass such orders as 
you like, but they will not be carried 
out." Another thing was that there was 
a man in the Chief’s office who was ob­ 
jectionable to the Commissioners. 
A 
compromise was made by recommend­ 
ing that he be paid three m onths’ salary to 
get rid of him . Chief Cuddy wanted 
him back and the Commission had put 
him back under the conditions th at he 
he put on an outside district. 
Mr. 
Humphreys had found him on the inside 
of the office and the consequence was 
that he got hold of information which 
spoiled their plans for arresting the burg­ 
lars of Hollingsworth’s 
store. 
Two 
weeks after that the Chief transferred 
him, after saying he did not understand 
before that he was to be sent to an out­ 
side district. 
Captain Barrett said “ Didn’t you and 
Mr. W orkman dem aud that Chief Cuddy 
turn over the games to you?" 
Mr. Cohn—“ You w erooneof the Com­ 
missioners?" 
Mr. Hum phreys—“ Y es." 
Mr. Cohn—“ You knew th at he was 
doing w rong?" 
Mr. Hum phreys—“ Y es." 
Mr. Cohn—“ W hy then did you not 
prefer charges against him yourself?" 
Mr. H um phreys—“ I did not think I 
had evidence enough.” 
Mr. Chandler said he was present 
when the resolution was passed about 
gambling. 
The order was that the offi­ 
cers should go off their heats and arrest 
gamblers and the Chief said this could 
not be, that it would disorganize the 
force. 
Mr. H um phreys said the Board bail a 
right to make such a rule and did 
make it. 
Chief Cuddy said that the order as 
passed was not in accordance with the 
good of the departm ent and for that rea­ 
son he opposed it. 
Captain Barrett asked Chief Cuddy if 
he was not asked to turn over the 
gamblers to the Police Commissioners. 
He said that he had. There had been 
secret meetings of the gamblers called 
by the Mayor and Mr. Humphreys, and 
the proposition was to pull the gamblers 
ouly so often. 
Chief Cuddy said he 
he couldn’t consent to that, and the 
order or resolution to turn over the 
gambling business to the Mayor and Mr. 
Humphreys was in Mr. H um phreys’ 
handwriting. 
The opinion of the City 
Attorney as to the gambling was ob­ 
tained, but the Commission disregarded 
it. 
Captain Barrett asked Mr. H umphreys 
if he rem embered having any conversa­ 
tion about letting the gambling go on. 
Mr. H um phreys said he was not on 
trial. 
Air. W . G. Taylor was called and stated 
that he was present when the Chief re­ 
fused to obey the order of tiie Commis­ 
sioners. 
H e hau also heard the Chief 
object, as he said it was against the dis­ 
cipline of the force. 
Captain B arrett asked Mr. H umphreys 
why he wanted the gameB turned over to 
him and the Mayor. 
Mr. Hum phreys said that the Council 
had instructed them to take eharge of 
the m atter. 
The Chief would not sup­ 
press the games. 
Chief Cuddy said that at that time 
there were no games running. As re­ 
gards Mr. M arsh he would say that he 
had been instrumental in breaking up 
the burglaries and when he was employ­ 
ed there were no burglaries going on. 
Ex-Officer Fowler was called, but tes­ 
tified to nothing in particular except that 
he had been ordered to notify keepers of 
houses of ill fame cn Sepulveda street to 
remove, with one exception. 
Mr. Collins said th at this one excep­ 
tion was a woman who was supposed to 
be insane and had not been complained 
of. 
Captain Loomis was called and said 
that Chief Cuddy had dismissed several 
parties who had been arrested. 
Mr. Daly explain* 1 tnat this power 
was w ith the Chief, and was discretion­ 
ary. 
Officer Lee was sworn and in response 
to Mr. Book said that when he was on 
his beat on Alameda street a woman 
had a big dog which attacked a China­ 
man. 
H e had threatened to kill the dog 
and she said she would have him fixed. 
The Chief had told him that his peace 
was not supposed to be disturbed. The 
Chief had moved his beat afterward. 
Hon. S. M. White asked him why he 
arrested the woman. 
Mr. Lee said that he arrested her and 
did not know whether he would make 
the charge of disturbing the peace stick, 
but he thought he could have made the 
charge of vagrancy stick. 
Mr. Book objected to Hon. S. M. 
W hite questioning the witness. 
Hon. S. M. W hite said that he only 
appeared in the interest of fair play. 
Mr. Lovell B aid in his opinion th at Mr. 
W hite appeared for the money he would 
get. 
Hon. S. M. 
W hite said th at Mr. 
Lovell’s opinion as to his motives were 
perfectly immaterial to him . [Applause. ] 
Lee t o l d o f the a rre B t he m a d e o f a m a n 
n a m e d McGee f o r v a g r a n c y . 
Mr. M oriarty asked w hether he had 
ever heard that McGee was a contractor. 
Lee s a i d t h a t he h a d . 
Mr. Hum phreys wanted 
to 
know 
w hether the Chief had a right to release 
a man arrested and charged. 
Mr. Daly said that it was a discretion­ 
ary power resting with the Chief, Captain 
or Sergeant of Police. The same is the 
fact in relation to the police who fre­ 
quently persuade men to go home rather 
than arrest them. 
Lee then went on to tell about the 
WickB case. 
He had been on the street, 
and a m an told him he had been “ done 
up" for $40. Wicks came up and Lee ar­ 
rested him and conducted him to the po­ 
lice station, where Chief Cuddy had re­ 
leased him after consulting with another 
m an who came into the station. 
At this point Mr. Teed asked to be 
excused as he was too sick to stay. 
Mr. Book moved that the investigation 
be adjourned for* two weeks. 
Mr. H anley objected to any farther 
delay. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh moved that the Com­ 
mittee arise and report to the Council 
asking for further time. 
Mr. Chandler moved th at as the evi­ 
dence had been rather thin the Commit­ 
tee recommend that the charges against 
the Chief be dismissed. 
Lost by a vote 
of 8 to G. The vote was as follows and 
as it had been all day. 
A yes: Barrett, 
C handler, Cohn, Collins, Hanley, Mori­ 
arty. 
Noes: Bosbyshell, Book, Hiller, 
Lovell, Mathews, Sinsabaugh, Teed and 
H umphreys. 
Mr. Sinsabaugh’s motion was then car­ 
ried by a vote of 9 to 5. 
The Committee arose and the Chair­ 
man reported to the Council as above 
stated. 
Report adopted. 
M r. Cohn moved that the Clerk be 
instructed to advertise for bids to publish 
the C harter. Carried. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
that th e City Surveyor report how many 
men are necessary for his office. Car­ 
ried.

T h e R ea l W hiskey P a r ty . 
Tim e was wlien the Democratic party 
wae supposed to do all the drinking in 
th e country and to supply all the terrible 
exam ples which have brought moderate 
th inking into disrepute. T hat was one of 
th e old chestnuts of the party of God 
and Morality, whose m em bers were par­ 
tial to beer by the keg and whiskey by 
the jug, the latter taken behind the 
door. 
It rem ained for the present cam­ 
paign to qliow th e true status uf the great 
National parties on John Barleycorn, and 
the truthful exhibit explains the renewed 
and splendid energy of the Prohibition 
party, which will this year, in New York, 
New Jersey, Connecticut, M ichigan, Cal­ 
ifornia, Indiana, and possibly in half a 
dozen other Commonwealths assure the 
success of Cleveland and Thurm an. No 
Republican ought to be ignorant of the 
attitude of his party on the question of 
whiskey. 
It hae gone, in devotion to 
th e naked issue of protection at all and 
any price, far beyond the position of 
Jam es G. Blaine him self, who is sup­ 
posed to be the arch-apostle of protec­ 
tion. 
In his Paris interview Mr. Blaine 
said th at there was a moral aspect of the 
w hiskey question which led him to in­ 
sist upon the retention of the Internal 
Revenue tax on whiskey. 
In order to 
place the views of Mr. Blaine beyond 
peradventure we will quote the exact 
words of the Plum ed K uight in the Paris 
interview. They are here appended: 
I would not advise the repeal of the 
w hiskey tax. O ther considerations than 
those of financial adm inistration are to 
be taken into account with regard to 
whiskey. There is a moral side to it. To 
cheapen the price of whiskey is to increase 
its consumption 
enormously. 
There 
would be no sense in urging the reform 
w rought by high license in m any States 
if the National Government neutralizes 
th e good effect by making whiskey within 
reach of every one at twenty cents a gal­ 
lon. 
W hisky would be everywhere dis­ 
tilled if the surveillance of the Govern­ 
m ent were withdrawn by the remission 
of the tax, and illicit sales could not then 
be prevented even by a policy as rigor­ 
ous and searching as that with Yvhich 
Russia pursues the Nihilists. 
It would 
destroy high license a t once in all the 
States. 
While there was a big howl for Blaine 
in the Chicago Convention, and he could 
have been readily nom inated if he had 
chosen to accept the equivocal honor of 
being again beaten by Mr. Cleveland 
h is views were repudiated by the Con­ 
vention which nom inated H arrison and 
M orton. 
That body, after very careful 
d eliberation acquitted itself of the fol­ 
lowing plans in th e platform upon which 
th e Republican nom inees stan d : 
The Republican 
party would effect 
all needed reduction of the national rev­ 
enue by repealing 
the 
taxes 
upon 
tobacco, which are an annoyance and 
borden to agriculture, and the tax upon 
spirits used in the aits and for mechanical 
purposes, and by such revision of tbe 


tariff laws as will tend to check imports 
of such articles as are produced by our 
people, the production of which gives 
employment to our laborers, aud release 
from import dutieB those articles of for­ 
eign production (except luxuries) the 
like of which cannot be produced at 
home. 
If there shall still remain a 
larger revenue than is requisite for the 
wants of the government, we favor the 
entire repeal o! internal taxes rather 
than the surrender of any part oí our 
protective system at the joint behest of 
the whiskey trusts and the agents of for­ 
eign manufacturers. 
Here is w hat any one would pronounce 
to be a clear and unequivocal declara­ 
tion that free whiskey was preferable to 
any reduction whatsoever, however wise, 
in the war tariff. It would be hard for 
any one, however obtuse, to misconceive 
the scope of this sweeping language. But 
to get its just significance we prefer to 
quote George William Curtis, 
in an 
editorial article in Harper's Weekly of 
August 25th., who says, speaking of the 
Whiskey plank: 
The last words are for buncombe. The 
declaration is that the National taxes on 
whiskey should be repealed rather than 
that any protective taxes upon the most 
necessary articles should be diminished. 
The platform does not 
propose free 
whiskey as an independent measure. But 
if, after freeing tobacco and increasing 
duties to check the importation of articles 
which are produced here, the revenue 
should still exceed the wants of the Gov­ 
ernm ent, then the whiskey tax should be 
repealed. This is the way in which the 
matter has been generally stated. 
It is 
with a clear 
understanding 
of the 
purport of 
the 
platform 
that 
Dr. 
Cuyler 
declines to support it, 
and 
that Dr. Storrs, although supporting, 
protests. It is the same understanding 
which has startled many ci the strongest 
Republicans who are much more inter­ 
ested in the temperance question than in 
the tariff. The declaration is an illus­ 
tration of the decadence of the party 
whose just boast was that it was a party 
of moral ideas. 
There can scarcely be any doubt, after 
the declarations of Mr. Blaine, the out­ 
givings of the Chicago platform, and the 
criticisms of George William Curti?, that 
the Prohibition party has cause for un­ 
usual activity. Our Republican friends 
know to their cost that th at party is and 
will continue to be unusually active, to 
the signal discomfiture and disgruntle- 
ment of their party. 


I t Is N ot T ru e * 
A circular published by a Bay City 
real estate firm gives publicity to this 
story: 
It also says that in conversation with a 
gentleman from Los Angeles a few days 
ago, he said : 
“ A friend of mine pur­ 
chased three lots in the outskirts of 
town less than a year ago, paying for 
them $1500 each.

He told me 
they were still in the same place and if 
I wanted them I could have them for 
$500. 
Our 
acquaintance was not in­ 
clined to the belief that there had been 
that much depreciation in the value of 
the property ; on the contrary, he consid­ 
ered them cheap at the figure at which 
they were offered him , but, although he 
was fully able to buy them , he did not do 
so.” This demonstrates, however, the 
unfortunate results of real estate excite­ 
ment. There is no denying the fact that 
an utter state of demoralization prevails 
in nearly all parts of Southern Califor­ 
nia, so far as real property is concerned, 
where the cyclone of excitement recently 
swept the country. 
The source whence this comes reveals 
sufficiently the animus underlying it. 
Had not the metropolitan daily press re­ 
published the story it would not call for 
serious consideration. 
But as that dig­ 
nity has been accorded the falsehood it 
may be as well in answer to point but 
the fact that the August sales of real 
estate in this county aggregated $4,177,­ 
847; for the eight months of the current 
year to date the sales came to $48,343,514 
and still the good work goes bravely on 
September opens with one 
hundred 
and five transfers, suming up $198,672, 
and yesterday there went on record one 
hundred and twenty sales, aggregating 
$121,862. It is, of course, understood 
that in such brisk times as have ruled 
here 
for 
the past three years, and 
as are ruling now, schemers have got in 
and put up jobs on the unwary. In some 
cases the “ sucker” has been taken with 
a barehook, and thus the old saying that 
a fool and tiis money are soon parted, 
lias gained new significance. 
But there 
is no depression in business hereabouts. 
There is no shrinkage in values and no 
trouble to sell desirable property at its 
fair value. Let but some faint-hearted 
fellow offer a bit of real good property at 
a shade less than its m arket price and it 
is very soon picked up for cash. 


A F in e C hance lo r C a p ita l. 
Perhaps there never was, in the United 
States or any other country, a finer 
chance for capital to make “ untold mil­ 
lions” than there is right here in Los 
Angeles. The Selby works in the Car- 
quinez Straits, near Contra Costa, have 
long been paying im mense dividends to 
their owner. These works are the roost 
extensive on the Pacific Coast, and han­ 
dle the 
rich ores 
of a stretch of 
territory reaching as far east as Salt 
Lake, and as far south as New Mexico. 
A very large percentage of the cost of 
realizing 
from 
these 
ores 
is 
the money paid 
for transportation; 
and 
it 
is 
safe 
to 
say 
that 
a very great proportion of the ores in this 
section of the Pacific Coast are not sent 
to the reduction works because the cost 
of transportation to San Francisco would 
be so great as to leave no returns to the 
mine-owners. 
But if reduction works were established 
and 
in 
successful operation in this 
county, not only the ores that would not 
pay for transportation lo San Francisco, 
but those that are now sent would he re­ 
duced here. There is here the basin of 
an immense business and of a trem en­ 
dous profit. The mining districts that 
would be tributary to reduction works in 
this county are many and extensive. In 
our own county alone we could furnish 
an immense amount of ores. 
The mines 
in the San Gabriel canon mountains are 
many and promising, and paying ores 
abound in various other localities. 
The Holcomb and Bear Valley districts 
would be large customers of the sug­ 
gested reduction works; and San Ber­ 
nardino county is rich in districts that 
are only awaiting works that can success­ 
fully treat their ores. Ord, New York, 
Providence, Yarborough, and hundreds 
of other districts 
thftt have 
rested 
dormant for years would become centres 
of activity if their ores could be profita­ 
bly worked. Of course all the ores that 
are now sent to the Selbv works for re­ 
duction from Calico and the other rich 
districts in the belt, would come to 
Los Angeles if we had reduction works 
in successful operation here. The five 
hundred miles of lessened transportation 
would not only be in our favor with re­ 
gard to all the ores now transported from 
Southwestern 
Nevada 
and 
the San 
Bernardino ranges to the Selby works 
but we would intercept the vast ore traf­ 
fic now carried on from Arizona, New 
Mexico and portions of Sinaloa. 
Indeed 
successful reduction works in operation 
in Los Angeles county would control the 
ore trade of all the territory south and 
east of us from a line drawn through 
Utah westerly to the Pacific ocean. That 
ore traffic would be ours by right of near­ 
ness to it and the consequent saving in 
transportation. 
Reduction works on a scale to do the 
business that would naturally come to 
them here, are not built up in a day, nor 
are they placed in successful operation 
without the aid of ample capital. 
But 
there is no surer or more profitable 
enterprise open to energy and capital. 
W hen the Selby works were 
first 
started its 
projectors 
labored, under 
great and manifold difficulties which 
would 
not 
be 
met 
by 
the 
founders 
of a 
similar 
enterprise 
at the present time. 
The processes of 
separation and reduction were then in 
their infant stage; the application of the 
right fluxes to particular ores was but 
very partially understood; and the inci­ 
dental economies of saving by perfect 
separation all the different m etals to be 
found in our ores were not known. Then 
the m etallurgist addressed himself al­ 
most solely to the extraction of the pre­ 
cious metals. 
Beyond these there was 
little saved. Now there is nothing lost. 
Hence those 
who would now enter 
into the 
establishm ent of reduction 
works could do so without any of the 
risks that attended the pioneers in the 
business. 
W hen we inform our readers that the 
owners of mines in the Inyo district send 
their ores to New'ark, New Jersey, for 
treatm ent, it will be seer, that there 
must be a great margin of profit in the 
works that reduce them when they can 
make satisfactory returns to their owners 
over and above the cost of transport­ 
ation. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle is trying 
to keep the run of Dennis K earney’s atti­ 
tude during the present campaign. 
It 
has undertaken an impossible task. 
When Cleveland’s tariff message was 
first sent to Congress,Dennis made Mont­ 
gomery street sulphurous with his de­ 
nunciations of tariff reform and the Pres­ 
ident. Now he has Btarted out on the 
other tack. We can only liken Dennis in 
his tariff transformations to the great 
leaders of the Republican party, all 
of whom 
have heretofore 
solemnly

Dennis is in fine company for him—that 
of Blaine, Sherman, H enry Wilson, Al­ 
lison and the rest. 
He is as consistent

record before his nomination, but meekly 
fell into the Republican traces as soon as 
the mighty men of his party had snubbed 
him by placing the Chinophile candi­ 
date in nomination.

Interesting Colloquy in the 
Senate. 


THE CHINESE EXCLUSION 
BILL. 


The House M akes S h o rt W ork o f it. 
The Senate T akes Tim e 
to C onsider.

W a sh in g t o n , September 3 .— The Sen­ 
ate to-day passed the House bill for the 
establishment of light bouses for signals, 
etc., at. Ballast Point, San Diego; on Roe 
Island, Suisun Bay, C al.; 
at Hecate 
Head, Winslow river, Oregon, and out 
side the bar of the Columbia river. 
The special House bill excluding Chi­ 
nese immigration 
absolutely, having 
come over from the House was taken up 
for action. At first George moved its 
reference to the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, but that course was resisted 
by Senators Stewart, Mitchell and Dolph 
Vest declared himself prepared to vote 
lor the biil immediately. 
Under these 
circumstances George withdrew his mo­ 
tion to refer. 


SHERMAN ENTERS INTO DETAILS. 
Sherman gave a detailed statem ent of 
the course of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations in regard to the treaty recently 
ratified by the Senate, with amendments, 
including an interview with the Secretary 
of State. 
No one doubted the power of 
the the United States Government to 
make the exclusion of the Chinese abso­ 
lute, even without negotiating a new 
treaty, and even in violation of the ex­ 
isting treaty. Every' nation had the right 
to provide by law for its own safety, but 
it liad l>ecn the general desire of the 
Committee on Foreign Relations to have 
the 
Chinese Government assent by 
treaty to absolute exclusion. 
If the 
object could be accomplished in that 
way', and without the direct action of 
Congress, 
the 
committee 
preferred 
to 
have 
it 
done 
in 
that 
way 
The 
sub-committee 
of 
three 
had 
talked 
the 
m atter 
over 
in 
most friendly manner with Secretary 
Bayard, and the Secretary had entered 
into negotiations with the Chinese Gov­ 
ernm ent. 
In view of the proposed modi­ 
fications of the treaty, a new treaty had 
been negotiated and had been ratified by 
the Senate, with amendments to make it 
clear, and which am endments it was 
supposed the Chinese M inister would 
have agreed to. 
It was supposed from 
what the papers said that the rejection of 
the treaty by the Chinese Government 
was connected with tbe Australian com­ 
plications, and with the idea that the 
Chinese Government would have to con­ 
cede to G reat Britain in reference to its 
Australian colonies, the same terms which 
it conceded to the United States. 
He, 
therefore, would not make any objection 
to the passage of the bill, and he hopee it 
would pass. But this was with the dis­ 
tinct understanding that the House had 
passed it w ith the knowledge that the 
new treaty had been rejected by the 
Chinese Government. 
If that should 
prove otherwise, the fault would not be 
that of the Senate. 


A COLLOQUY WITH BUTLER. 
Butler—If this bill should become a 
law, would it not become a direct contra­ 
vention of the treaty between the United 
States and China ? 
Sherman—I thing the bill is inconsist­ 
ent with the treaty. But as the Chinese 
Government declines to make the pro­ 
posed changes, we have the unquestioned 
right to pass this bill. 
Butler—So there is a treaty now* exist­ 
ing between the United States and China 
with which this bill comes in conflict? 
Sherman —Undoubtedly, because und 
er it, it is provided that for a certain 
time and under certain circumstances, 
Chinese laborers who have been here 
and have returned to China have a right 
to come back, and it is only because its 
provisions have been violated by' fraud 
and perjury that such a law as this is 
justifiable. 
Butler—Then you adm it that this bill 
is a violation of the treaty, and therefore 
a violation of the Constitution of the 
United States? 
Sherman—I deny the ergo. 
Butler—I will take back the ergo, be­ 
cause it is not a violation of the Consti­ 
tution, but you adm it that it is a violation 
of the existing treaty. 
Sherm an—The term “ violation” is not 
the proper term where there is a legisla 
tive displacement of a treaty; “ abroga­ 
tion” is the term. 
Butler—Now I understand the Senator 
from Ohio to state that this act will be a 
violation of an existing treaty. 
Sherman—I did not use the word 
“ violation.” 
Butler—W hat is the word? 
Sherm an—It is an “ abrogation” of the 
treaty. Ju st as a law may be abrogated. 
A treaty is a law. 
Butler—This is an abrogation, then, of 
the treaty between the United States and 
China? 
Sherm an—It is a substantial change. 
Butler—Is this the form in which it is 
provided that the treaty may be abro­ 
gated ? 
Sherman—It is n o t; but there is no 
doubt of the power of Congress to repeal 
a treaty if it choose to exercise that 
power. Every nation has that right. 
Butler—I understand that very w ell, 
but it seems to me that this whole Chi­ 
nese business has been a matter of polit­ 
ical advantage, and that we have not 
been governed by that deliberation which 
the gravity of the question requires. 
There Í3 a very important Presidential 
election pending. One house of Congress 
passes a bill to drive these poor devils of 
Chinamen into the Pacific ocean, and 
the other house comes up and sayB: 
"Y es, we will drive them still farther 
into the Pacific ocean, notwithstanding 
the treaty between the two Govern­ 
m ents.” 
I shall vote for the bill, but I 
am sorry to he informed by the Senator 
from Ohio that it is a violation of a treaty. 
Teller—Not a violation of it. 
Butler—Well, an abrogation of the 
treaty. 


MITCHELL CHIPS IN. 
M itchell—Is the Senator from South 
Carolina 
willing to vote for the bill 
which will in his judgement contravene 
the provisions of an existing treaty ? 
Butler—Yes, under the leadership of my 
distinguished friend from Ohio, (Mr. Sher­ 
m an), who would not hesitate a moment 
to abrogate the treaty and violate its 
provisions, so far as the Chinese are con­ 
cerned. 
Mitchell—Is it the opinion of the 
Senator from South Carolina that the 
pending bill does contravene any of the 
provisions of the existing treaty ? 
Butler—I have no opinion on the sub­ 
ject, because I am not informed upon it. 
Therefore, I appeal to the Senator from 
Ohio, and he tells me that it does. 
M itchell—Then the Senator from South 
Carolina is shutting his eyes and wil­ 


ling to vote for a bill about which he had 
no opinion at all. 
Butler—You ought not to complain of 
that. 
Mitchell—I am not complaining of it. 
I want to know where the 
Senator 
stands. 
Butler—Right behind the Senator from 
Oregon. 
Mitchell—A good place to stand. 
Butler—It gives me great pleasure to 
follow him. 
If ho leads me astrav lie 
ill be held responsible. The bill is an 
open, flagrant violation of treaty between 
this Government and the Government 
with which it is on terms of peace and 
good will. 
M itchell—Does the Senator think that 
the repeal of an existing law is a viola­ 
tion of that law ? 
Butler—I think there is a good deal of 
politics in this whole business, and it is 
not a very seemly thing, eith er; but for 
the fact th at we are on the eve of a Presi­ 
dential election, and that each party 
wants to get the vote of the Pacific Slope, 
this pceno would not be enacted in the 
Senate. 
Mitchell—The Senator 
is speaking 
about liia own party. 
Teller—How about the House of Rep­ 
resentatives passing this bill? 
Butler—The Republican Senate pro­ 
posed to “ see the House play and go it 
one better.” That is the plain English 
of it. 
Yon may call it a contravention, 
a repeal or the abrogation of an existing 
treaty, but the plain English of it is that 
it is a violation of a treaty. 
THE BILL GOES OVER. 
Mitchell argued that Congress has as 
much power to repeal a treaty as it has 
to repeal a law that had been decided 
by the Supreme Court. 
It occurred to 
him that if 
the 
Democratic House 
thought it necessary to present a bill 
which repealed a condition of a treaty, 
it should have gone a little further and 
mt.de tfie bill more effective by covering 
ihe whole ground. 
lie was thankful for 
so much of a bill, however, and he 
would nqt delay its passage by offering 
any amendment. 
The 
debate 
was 
continued 
at 
much 
length 
by 
Senator 
Gray, 
who deprecated 
the 
action 
of the 
Senate in putting unnecessary amend 
ments on the treaty which would havi 
fully occoiuplished the purpose of the 
pending bill, and by Senators Teller, 
Vest, Dolph, Mitchell and George. The 
latter made a long argum ent to prove 
that the rejection of the treaty was due 
to the various measures to restrict Chi­ 
nese immigration. 
His arguments 
was 
criticised by 
Mitchell, who declared that George in 
asserting that the Republican party was 
responsible for opening the door to Chi- 
neee immigration, was asserting his own 
ignorance of what he was talking about, 
and th at the door had been opened by 
the Democratic party of California. 
As Moran desired to speak on the bill 
it went over until 
to-morrow. 
Ad­ 
journed. 


T IIE HOI SE. 


W a sh in g t o n , September 3 .— In the 
House to-day Scott, of Pennsylvania, 
asked for unanimous consent to introduce 
for present consideration, a bill supple­ 
mentary to the act to execute certain 
treaty stipulations relating to China, ap­ 
proved May 6, 1882. 
PROVISIONS OF THE BILL. 
Section 1 provides th at from and after 
the passage of the act it shall be unlaw 
ful for any Chínete laborer who shall at 
any time heretofore have been, or who 
may now or hereafter be a resident 
within the United States, and who shall 
have departed or shall depart therefrom, 
and shall not have returned before the 
passage of this act, to return to the 
United States. 
Section 2 provides th at no certificates 
of identity, provided for in the 4th and 
5th Sections of the Act to which this is a 
supplement, shall hereafter be issued, 
and every certificate heretofore issued in 
pursuance thereof, is hereby declared 
void and of no effect, and any Chinese 
laborer claiming admission by virtue 
thereof, shall not be permitted to enter 
the United States. 
Section 3 provides that all duties pre­ 
scribed and liabilities, penalties and for­ 
feitures prescribed by the second, tenth, 
eleventh and twelfth Sections of the Act 
to which this is a supplem ent, are hereby 
extended and made applicable to the 
provisions of this Act. 
Section 4 provides that all such part or 
parts of the Act to which this is a sup­ 
plement, as are inconsistent herew ith, 
are hereby repealed. 
Scott stated that the proposed legisla­ 
tion was the only means by 
which 
Chinese laborers could be kept out of 
the country. 
Pay son, of Illinois, inquired w hether 
the bill bad been submitted to the Re­ 
publican members from California. 
Scott replied th at it had n o t; it was 
submitted to them now. 
If the report 
as to the rejection of the Chinese treaty 
was correct, or if the treaty was hereafter 
ratified, there was nothing in the bill in 
violation of any treaty. 
MORROW’S OHJErTIONB. 
Morrow, of California, said tbe bill was 
directed to the revocation of the insur­ 
ance of certificates of identification. The 
California delegation 
was entirely in 
favor of any measure which would cure 
the evil existing on the Pacific Coast, but 
the reading of the bill as he bad heard it 
read, did not cover the point at issue. 
It provided for the repeal of that pro­ 
vision of the act of May 6,1882, which 
provided for the issuance of certificates of 
identity. 
The trouble was that the 
treaty of 1880 provided that the Chinese 
who were in the United States could go 
and come of their own free will and accord. 
Between the date of the treaty and the 
act of 1882, 1200 Chinamen departed 
without 
certificates 
of identification. 
Now, according to the decision of the 
courts, these persons are entitled to re­ 
turn on parole testimony. The bill did 
not cover this difficulty. If the gentle­ 
man from Pennsylvania would in the 
course of the afternoon introduce a bill 
which would provide that Chinamen 
who left the United States, prior to tbe 
act of 1882, should not be entitled to re­ 
turn, it would cover the difficulty. 
Scott could see no reason for’ waiting 
until the afternoon. If the gentleman 
from California offered an am endm ent to 
remedy the evil he would accept ft. 


TH E BILL PASSED. 
The bill was then at Morrow’s request 
again read and Morrow expressed him ­ 
self satisfied with it as it stood. There 
was no objection and the bill passed 
without division. 
The following bills were introduced 
and referred: By Wheeler, of Alabama, 
placing cotton bagging on the free list; 
by Newton, of Louisiana, to punish per­ 
sons connected with trusts by a fine of 
$1,000 to $20,000, or im prisonment from 
one to five years. 
The Speaker stated the regular order 
of business and a motion was made by 
Townshend, of Illinois, to suspend the 
rules and pass the Senate bill relative to 
the detail of Army and Navy officers to 
educational institutions. On this motion 
no quorum voted and the call of the 
Houee was ordered, which developed a 


quorum which immediately disappeared 
when a vote was again taken. 
Forney, of Alabama, interrupted the 
proceedings bv calling up the conference 
report on the Sundry Civil Appropriation 
bill, but Townshend raised a question of 
consideration, and in his opposition to 
the conference report, he was sustained 
by Breckinridge, of Arkansas, who de­ 
sired an opportunity to call up the bill 
for free cotton bagging. The House re­ 
fused to consider the conference report. 
After more than an hour spent in secur­ 
ing a quorum, Townshend’s motion was 
agreed to. 
Next was unfinished business. A mo­ 
tion was made by W arner, of Missouri, 
to suspend the rules and put the Okla­ 
homa bill on its passage. 
Bay son, of Illinois, dem anded a second, 
seconding of the motion. 
No quorum 
voted and this point was raised by 
Clements, of Georgia, and the House 
adjourned. 


DOUTOKING KATE». 


\ F ew Coil c e s s i o n * 
O n t h e T ra n s ­ 
c o n t i n e n t a l Schedule. 
C h ic a g o , September 3 —The commit­ 
tees appointed by the Western roads to 
confer with representatives of the Trans­ 
continental Association with a view to 
securing modifications of the new tariffs 
where they discriminate against Chicago, 
held an all day session to-day, with 
Chairman Leeds at the office of Chair­ 
man Midgley. A number of changes 
were made in commodity rates so th at on 
all articles manufactured in Chicago no 
higher rates will be charged on Pacific 
Coast business than are charged from 
New York. No concessions were made 
to the Chicago jobbing 
trade, and 
the rate on cotton piece goods, etc., will 
remain unchanged. 
The Western roads 
will now put the rates into effect. 
The 
Western roads gives as a reason for con­ 
senting to the new schedule of rates, 
that to ignore them would be simply to 
cut off revenue without benefiting any­ 
body. 
The Eastern roads still hold out 
against tho proposed tariffs, taking the 
grounds that to put them into effect 
would be an open violation of the Inter­ 
state Commerce law. 
Chairm an Blan­ 
chard to-day issued a circular letter to 
that effect. 
The letter was addressed 
to the Freight Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association. 


KOFTHEKK PACIFIC RATES. 


T ra ffic Nlaungcr S tu b b s Talking; 
Too .11 m l». 
W ashington, September I».—Chairman 
Cooley, of the 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission, on his 
attention being 
called to a dispatch from Chicago, re­ 
garding the rates over the Southern Pa­ 
cific Company’s road, said that if Traffic 
Manager Stubbs is talking on the subject 
as is reported, he is talking w ithout war­ 
rant from anything said or done by the 
Commission. 
It is not in his power, he 
said, to make rates between New York 
and Pacific Coast points as low as he 
pleases, and at the same time put rates 
between interior towns and the Pacific 
Coast as high as he pleases, but there 
are considerations of relative quality and 
justice that cannot he ignored and that 
have been kept steadily in view’ in all 
that tbe Commission lias said in its 
rulings hitherto. They will be kept just 
as steadily in view hereafter.

He introduced the subject simply to re­ 
fute the stock Democratic argum ent that 
Protection breeds Trusts. This he did 
very neatly by proving that England 
under Free Trade 
is plastered with 
Trusts. That is all there is of it.” 
O h.no! That is not nearly “ all there 
is of it.” 
Mr. Blaine went further, and 
deliberately declared in a public speech, 
the report of which he revised before it 
was sent to the press, that he should not 
“ venture to say th at Trusts are altogether 
advantageous or disadvantageous.” What 
he did venture to say, however, was that 
“ they are largely private affairs with which 
neither President Cleveland nor any priv• 
ate citizen has any particular right to in- 
terfere.” 
This was very much further then “very 
nearly proving that England under Free 
Trade id plastered over with Trusts.” 
Mr. Blaine not only failed to deuounce 
this form of organized extortion, but he 
asserted that neither the Federal power, 
as represented in President Cleveland, 
nor private citizens have “ any particular 
right to interfere” with it. 
If the editor of the Tribune will visit 
the Republican headquarters he will find 
that criticism of this utterance is not re­ 
garded as “ very innocent kindergarten 
play,” but as very serious politics.—

The Anarchists were in the pro­ 
cession and declaring themselves to be 
carpenters they were perm itted to retain 
the place they had quietly slipped into. 
At the garden they unfurled their flag 
and refused to acknowledge the stars and 
stripes. The committee in charge induced 
them finally to put the 
flag away. 
W hen the committeemen turned their 
backs, however, the Anarchists seized 
their emblem of blood and waved it aloft 
trium phantly. 
Imm ediately they were 
attached by a hundred honest working­ 
men, 
whose indignation was beyond 
control. The flag was trampled under 
foot and one Anarchist alter another 
-went to the ground in the fight th a t con­ 
tinued for at least ten minutes. 
All the 
Anarchists, but five, escaped the three 
detectives who were present, but those 
who got away were bleeding and lame 
and will hardly appear in public for 
some time. The nam es of those arrested 
are Ben Bill, carpenter; Emil Schilling, 
m achinist; Godfrey Osterinyer, Charles 
Lubelin and Gustave Buetner, carpen­ 
ters. They were locked up at the Forest 
street police station and charged with 
riot.

S a n F r a n c is c o , September 3.—After 
court had adjourned to-day Judge Terry 
and wife were taken out to lunch in 
charge of a Deputy State M arshal, and 
were afterwards kept in the M arshal’s 
office during the entire afternoon. Judge 
Stanley was with them , acting as friend 
and legal adviser, and carefully scanned 
the writs of commitment issued by the 
Federal Judges. 
Judge Terry, when asked what he pro­ 
posed to do, said: “ I can’t do anything 
but serve my sentence, as it is impossible 
to obtain relief from the State courts.” 
He was apparently unconcerned about 
passing six m onths in jail, and laughed 
and talked ireely. 
About 4 o’clock be sent for the Com 
missioner of the United States Courts, 
and drew' up what was understood to be 
a petition to the Supreme Court of the 
United States for a writ of habeas corpus 
to be sent to Washington by the first 
mail. Judge Hoffman,when asked what 
would be the probable result of the peti­ 
tion, said the decision in the contempt 
case is final and the United States Su­ 
preme Court would not interfere. 
Later in the afternoon Judge Terry 
and wife were placed in hacks and 
driven to the ferry, where the boat for 
Oakland w as taken. 
Reaching the other 
side of the bay they were at once re­ 
moved to the Alameda County Jail. 
A 
crowd of about two hundred and fifty 
people watched their departure from this 
city, and they were accompanied acróss 
the bay by 
Judge Stanley, M arshal 
Franks and three deputies. 


A8LEE1* IN JA IL . 
Shortly before 8 o’clock this evening 
Judge Terry and wife arrived at Alameda 
County Jail, and fifteen minutes later 
had retired. Jailer Woolsey gave them 
a cell in the jail which was the one occu­ 
pied by N. B. Sutton and G. L. Majors, 
i,he noted murderers, the 
night be­ 
fore their execution. George W. Tyler 
and son, several lawyers and otheis 
called on them and made short stays. 
The couple appear happy and joke about 
the affair. Mrs. Terry seems to think 
the State courts will interfere, and they 
will shortly be released. Judge Terry 
thinks differently,but does not complain. 
Attempts will be made by their friends 
to secure their release. 
Justice Field was seen to-night but did 
not care to be interviewed about the mat­ 
ter. 
He said, however, that it was not 
customary for the Court to reconsider its 
action 
under 
similar circumstances. 
When asked if the application for a writ 
of habeas corpus would be considered, 
the Justice did not express an opinion, 
but gave the impression that such would 
not be the case.

The Sugar Trust is 
protected by a duty of 82 per cent., the 
Lead Trust by a duty oi 60, the Rubber 
Trust by a duty of 25, the Linseed Oil 
Trust by a duty of 54. And so on to the 
end. 'ih e Standard Oil Trust is protect­ 
ed by its monopoly of crude petroleum 
A few other lesser Trusts depend upon 
natural advantages, but the great bulk 
of them are promoted and protected by 
the tariff. 
In England there is no such artificial 
help. 
If a combination were formed to 
put up the price of British products, 
France, G erm any and the United States 
would at once send in goods enough to 
break it down. 
The tariff is the parent of Trusts.—[N. 
Y. World. _

Judge Terry and Wife Create 
a Scene.

S a n F r a n c is c o , September 
3 .— The 
announcement made several days ago 
that a decision in the Sharon case would 
be rendered to-day, drew a large crowd 
to the United States court-room. 
About 
two hundred lawyers, besides also the 
parties directly interested in the case, 
occupied 
the enclosure 
immediately 
in front of the judges. Judge David 
S. 
Terry, 
who 
has 
been 
chief 
counsel for his wife during the entire 
litigation sat alongside of his wife to-day, 
and both paid close attention to the 
reading of the decision. 
M rs. Terry ap­ 
peared very nervous at the outset and as 
the reading progressed her agitation in­ 
creased. Finally when Judge Field was 
about half through reading Airs. Terry 
jumped to her feet and asked the Judge 
if he was going to order her to give up 
her marriage contract. 
Judge Field 
quietly told her to sit down. 


CONTEMPT OF COURT. 
Mrs. Terry’8 face turned white with 
passion and she cried: 
“ Justice Field, we hear th a t you have 
been bought. We would like to know if 
that is so, and what figures you hold 
yourself at. It seems that no person can 
get justice in this court unless he has a 
B ack.” 
Judge Field turned to M arshal Franks 
and said: "M arshal, remove that woman 
from this court-room.” 
The Marshal advanced towards Mrs. 
Terry, but she took no notice of him , 
but broke out with oaths and vulgar 
language. 
h ranks grasped her arm and in an 
instant Judge Terry arose and exclaim ed: 
“ By G od! she is my wife and no living 
m an shall touch h er.” 
W ith this he dealt Franks a terrible 
blow on the neck with his fist which sent 
the Marshal reclining against the floor. 
Franks regained himself and with sev­ 
eral deputys and bystanders rushed upon 
Terry and quickly removed him . 


a d e s p e r a t e s t r u g g l e . 
Mrs. Terry was also taken from the 
room and locked in the M arshal’s office. 
A deputy was placed at the doer when 
Terry advanced upon him and demanded 
admission, which the deputy refused. 
Terry put his hand in his pocket and 
drew forth a dangerous looking dirk with 
a blade eight inches long, and with a 
curse held it above his head and declared 
he would stab any man who tried to keep 
him 
away from his wife. 
Marshal 
Franks and 
several others at once 
jumped upon him and tried to take the 
knife away. A desperate struggle fol­ 
lowed. All the men fell to the floor and 
the knife was finally taken away from 
Terry without any one being injured. 
Terry was then locked in the room 
with his wife. A satchel which Mrs. 
Terry had dropped in the court room 
during the excitem ent, was found to con­ 
tain an English bull-dog revolver, with 
all six chambers loaded. 
Marshal Franks 
entered the room 
where the two were confined and Mrs. 
Terry at once made a violent attack upon 
him and beat him about the face and 
head. 
She was soon quieted, however, 
and a strong guard placed in the room. 


SIX MONTHS IN JA IL. 
The wildest excitem ent had prevailed 
in the court-room and corridors during 
the disturbance, but as soon as quiet was 
restored Judge Field resumed the read­ 
ing of the decision. 
When he had con­ 
cluded the court took a recess and the 
judges retired to their chambers. 
Two hours later they again appeared in 
the court-room and announced the pen­ 
alty they had decided to inflict upon 
Judge Terry and his wife. Neither of the 
parties were allowed in the court-room 
while sentence was pronounced. 
Judge 
Field ordered that Terry be imprisoned 
in the County Jail of Alameda county 
six months, and that Mrs. Terry he im­ 
prisoned thirty days. 
No alternative in 
the way of a fine was allowed, and the 
prisoners were taken to jail this after­ 
noon. 
TH E DECISION. 
The decision which Justice Field ren­ 
dered on the bill of revivor in the Sharon 
case is very lengthy. The opinion is 
concurred in by Judges Sawyer and Sabin. 
Judge Sawyer’s previous decision, de­ 
claring the marriage contract a forgery, 
is sustained and the trustees under the 
deed of 
trust 
executed by William 
Sharon, are given the right to handle 
the property untrammeled by the actions 
on the part of Sarah Althea.

The Canadians should keep perfectly 
calm . In a few weeks our neighbors anil 
friends will come back to peace. Surely 
the amity that has existed for seventy 
years is not going to he disturbed for 
trivial matters now. 
We have nego­ 
tiated 
before, 
and if there is any­ 
thing 
that 
rem ains 
unsettled we 
can proceed to discuss it amicably and 
reach a mutually satisfactory result. 
One thought that strikes me is that the 
policy of the Government of Canada in 
constructing the Inter-Colonial Railway, 
re-opening the canals and pushing the 
construction of the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific railways, is now jus­ 
tified by events. 
However much the 
U nited States may hurt us, they will 
hurt themselves a great deal more. They 
must understand that the Canadians are 
in a different position from what they 
were twenty years ago. 
Now there are 
railroads from one end of the Dominion 
to the other. 
We can now get our goods 
through our own territory over our own 
roads, winter and sum m er, and we 
would soon start the construction of 
the Sault Ste. Marie canal on the Cana­ 
dian side of the falls. 
C. B. Eddy, a well known manufac­ 
turer, formerly of H ull, Mass., said if 
th e Canadians would stand together they 
need fear no President’s message. 
Sir John Thompson said that was the 
sentim ent which made the U nited States 
one of the noblest nations of the e a rth ; 
th a t was the sentim ent which he hoped 
to see among the people at this juncture 
when one of Canada’s enemies was 
flaunting his threatening» in her face. 
They were strong hut Canada was right. 


He would not fear he said to lay Cana­ 
da’s case before any judicatures sworn 
to administer justice without prejudice, 
in the world. Canada and the Canadians 
wonld emerge untarnished from the 
ordeal. 
The cause 
being 
so 
right 
and 
conscience 
being 
on 
their 
side, 
the 
animosity 
of 
political 
demagogues on the other side of the 
line would fail to disturb the peace 
that ought 
to 
exist between these 
two people. 
“ I am not the possessor of 
Cabinet secrets to give away, but as a 
Canadian I have the utmost faith in our 
present case and in our destiny. The 
manifest and plain duty of the Govern­ 
ment of the country is to perfect every 
highway of commerce in this country by 
land or by water. The provinces must 
complete their connections with each 
other. 
Being right we care not if the 
whole world is arrayed against us.” 
Hon. John Costigan, Minister of In­ 
land Revenue, and Hon. G. Hamm gart, 
Postmaster General, followed in a simi­ 
lar strain.

Bnsiness Here Keeping Up 
Satisfactorily. 


MORE ROLLINO-STÜCK NEEDED. 


Local Merchants Decline to Order 
Under 
the New F reight 
Tariff. 


The railway records of business done at 
this point for the month of August are 
on the whole satisfactory. 
As compared 
with last year the local traffic has taken 
wonderful strides, and the m any new 
branches that have been put in opera­ 
tion are paying handsomely. 
The sales 
of the through" tickets at the Southern 
Pacific’s office are five per cent, greater 
than that during the same m outh last 
year, and the incoming travel has shown 
a vastly greater increase, 
though of 
course the figures cannot be obtained 
here. The freight traffic has commenced 
to pick up at a very rapid rate and men 
who were discharged a m onth or two ago 
on account of lack of work are being re­ 
instated in their former positions. 
The 
indications are that the present month 
will be a busy one, as excursiou trains 
from the East will shortly begin pouring 
in. 
Throughout the State the business of 
the Southern Pacific has also increased 
at a remarkably rapid pace during the 
last thirty days, and yesterday afternoon 
A ssistant Freight and Passenger Agent 
Smurr, of this city, received a dispatch 
from headquarters which said: 
“ Can 
use thousands more cars if we can get hold 
of them .” In spite of the fact that new 
locomotives and cars have been arriving 
daily from the East it seems impossible 
to keep pace with the demand, and re­ 
garding the condition of affairs Treasurer 
Hopkins has made the following state­ 
m ent : 
“ Although this company has added 
greatly to its rolling-stock since the first 
of the year, ordering over one hundred 
locomotives and many hundreds of cars, 
yet the traffic has more than kept pace 
with

The shops at Sacramento have been kept 
busy all the tim e turning out cars and 
engines, but although we have done the 
best we could we have not been able to 
fill the dem ands oi the traffic. 
No one 
could predict such a condition of things 
as this and it has taken us by surprise.

It is alm ost certain 
that the new rate sheets will have to go 
under, for the combination of Chicago 
m erchants and the trunk lines is a strong 
one, and the appeal they have made is 
undoubtedly a logical one.

Acute Bronchitis. 


This 1b an inflam m ation of the M ucous Mem­ 
brane lining the Bronchial Tubes, an d Is one of 
the m ost com m on of all th e pulm onary dis­ 
eases.

C a n a d a 's “ d ig B ro th er.” 
E d ito r s H e r a ld —The London Stand­ 
ard of September 2d threatens us, 
savagely, with British guns to back up 
Canada; and reminds us of “the Trent 
affair,” when, because we were in a hor­ 
rible civil war, England was, of course, 
ready to play the big bully, though she 
ate her own words of international mar- 
atime law in doing so. Let the vaporiDg 
Standard recollect the enforced payment 
of damages for England’s pirates, since 
“the Trent affair;” or let her go back 
further, to the was of 1812, and that of 
1776. She was a defeated bully then, as 
she will be now, if she fights with us. 
England could not half protect the 
Canadas, if she would. The atrocities 
of her despotism in Ireland and India 
keep her now rather paralytic hands 
too full. On the first declaration of war 
between the United States and England, 
Much swarms of hardy frontiersmen will 
invade the British possessions, that all 
of Canada, except Quo bee, will be taken 
in a few days of real fighting.
